W. Henry Allen of Hebron, 
chairman of the Oxford County 
Soil Conservation District, has 
announced that a joint meeting. - 
of the selectmen of. Sumner, 
Hartford, Buckfield and Turner 
and the supervisors of the Ox- 
ford and Androscoggin Valley 
Soil Conservation Districts will 
be held in Buckfield on Septem- 
ber 18th, The meeting will be 
held at the fire station at 8230 
in thp evening. 

The purposes of the meeting 
are to discuss the Public Law 
+566 known as the Small Wa- 
tershed Protection. and Flood 
La Act as it could ap- 
ply to the Nezinscot River and 
to determine if the Selectmen 
of the towns involved and the 
district supervisors will spon 
sor an application for a study 
of the watershed, All water- 
shed projects under Public Law 
#566 have to originate from 
and be sponsored by Jocal 
groups or units of political sub- 
divisions of the States, such as 
soll conservation districts and 
towns, 

The signing of an applica- 
Tion, or sponsoring an applica- 
tion is a petition to the Seere- 
tary of Agriculture requesting 
i study of the walershed to de- 
temine feasibility of 4 project 
and to determine the cost/bane- 
fit ratio, The benefits of such 
4 project must exeeed the cost 
in any watershed project, Spon- 
soring an application for the 
atudy of a watershed is not a 
financial commitment. It is a 
request to find out what a 
project will cost each sponsor, 
After finding the cost, it is 
then that the sponsors may or 
may not aeeept the avork plan 
for a watershed project.
